ESSAY ON FRIENDSHIP. 








IN young minds there is commonly a {trong 
propenfity to pagiicular intimacies and friend- 
fhips. Youth, indeed, is the feafon when 
friendfhips are fometimes formed,, which not 
only continue through fucceeding life, but 
which glow to the laft, with a tendernefs un- 
known to the connections begun in cooler years. 
‘The propenfity therefore is not to be difecourag- 
ed; though at the fame time, it muft be re- 
gulated with much circumfpeCtion and care. 

‘Too many of the pretended friendthips of 
youth, are mere combinations in pleafure. 
‘Vhey are often founded on capricious likenefs, 
fuddenly contraéted, and fuddenly diffolved. 
Sometimes they are the efleét of interefted com- 
plaifance and flattery on the one fide, and of 
credulous foudnefs on the other. Such rafh 
and dangerous connections fhould be avoided,

leaft they afterwards load us with difhonour. 

_ We fthould ever have it fixed in our memo. 
ries, that by the character of thofe whom we 
choofe for our friends our own is likely to be 
formed, and will certainly be judged of by the 
world. We ought, therefore, to de flow and 
cautious in contraQing intimacy ; but when a 
virtuous friendthip is once eftablifhed, we muft 
ever confider it as a facred engagement. 

We thould not expofecourtelves. to the re. 
proach of lightnefs and inconfiftancy; which 
always befpoak either a trifling or a bafe 
mind. We fhould not reveal any fecrets of our 
friend; but be faithful to his intefefls. For- 
fake him notin danger ; and abhor the thought 
* acquiring any advantage by his pfejudice or 

urt. 

In the choice of friends, a principal regard 
fhould be had to goodnefs of heart arid fidelity. 
If they poflefs tafte and genius, that will make 
them more agreeable and ufeful companions. 
To thofe whu deferve the name of friends we 
fhould always unbofom ourfelves with the moft 
unfufpicious confidence. An open temper, if 
reftrained but by tolerable prudence, will mate 
us, upon the whole, much happier than a fut. 
picious one, although by it we may fometimes 
fuffer. | 

Coldnefs and diftrult are but the too-certain 
confequences of age and experience; but they 
are unpleafant feelings and uced not be antici- 
pated before their time. We fhould never dif. 
clofe the fecrets of one friend to another. ‘Chey 
are facred depofits which do not belong to us, 
nor have we any right to make ufe of them.
